1. In responding to applicant's amendment filed 05/19/2006, claims 1, 7, 8, have been 
amended. Claims 9-14 have been added. 



REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance - Applicant's response 
filed on 05/19/2006 has been considered, with respect to claims 1, 7, 8, and 14 the references of 
the record fail to teach or suggest a multi-wavelength laser device and method of making thereof: 

Claim 1: 

At least two of blue, red, and infrared laser diodes emitting the same direction on the 
same base, where the laser diodes are arranged with one behind another, wherein the shortest 
wavelength positioned farthest and the spacing between emission points that compensate for a 
wavelength dependence of a focal length of the optical system to compensate plurality LDs with 
respective wavelengths. 

Claim 7: 

wherein the shortest wavelength positioned farthest and the spacing between emission 
points that compensate for a wavelength dependence of a focal length of the optical system, 
where two laser diodes using solders with respective different melting points in decreasing order. 



Claims 8, 14: 
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wherein the shortest wavelength positioned farthest and the spacing between emission 
points that compensate for a wavelength dependence of a focal length of the optical system, 
where first laser arranged at a distance L behind emission point while the second laser is at a 
distance W from the first laser emission point W >L x tan (0/2), where two laser diodes using 
solders with respective different melting points in decreasing order.
